‘Ie 
the Chinese go to Foreiga countries, and 
reap boncfit, which otherwias would accrue 
to the inhabitants, then the Foreigners are 
not always very amiably disposed towards 
the Qolestial intruders either. The en- 
lightened Chinese 
knows very wall that it is to the benefit of 
his country to tolerate the Foroigner yet 
awhile, Tha tima will come, though, no 
doubt, when‘ Foreigners will find it very, 
difficult to make. a living in Obins. Many 
merchants in the outparts, especially in the 
southern ones, work at present with Chi- 
nese capital, If those rich compradores 


becéme of their Foreign employers? In 


Chineso well-to-do merchants should have 
an interest iu their unmuleated atay in this 
country, 

To overthrow the reigning dynasty 
is not 80 easy a8 many people appear 
to think; it would take e very largo 
and well organized Chinese army to over- 
come the troops in the North, and every- 
body knows very well that the present 
inaurrectionaty movements are far from 
beiny well directed, or well organised, If 
they could command the money, ‘the 
sinews of war,’ which ia at the disposal of 
the Central Govecnment, the. would-be 
rebels might be able to acccmplish scmo- 
thing. It is the opinion of many peeple, 


that the present dynasty in Jhina is now 
more firmly ‘established than ever, the 
Foreigners in China, or rather the interest 
of Foreign countrios in this Empire, con- 
tributing Inrgely to that effect.
